2, Admission to the National Defence Academy will be made 
on the results of a written cxamination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission and an interview by a 
Services Selection Board and Physical Endurance Test by the 
Special Meclical Board / Air Force Central Medical Board 28 
applicable. 

3 . The approximate nuinber of vacancies to be offered for 
cntry into the Acadeny as a result of this examination will 
be 167 for the Army and the Navy and 40 for the Air Force . 
This is only a provisional estimate and is , therefore , labir to 
altcration . 

Candidates should indicate in the application form their 
oriler of preference if they wish to compete for more than 
one Service . Duc consideration will be given to the preference 
expreascd by a candidate at the time of his application , but 
the Government of Indla reserves power to assign him to any 
Service or branch of Service taking into consideration the vacan 
cies available in each Service or branch and the aptitude of 
the candidate . 

NOTE 1 . - Ratings (Including boys and artificer apprentices ) 
of the Incllan Navy must give Indian Navy as their first pro 
ference , 

Note 2 . - Candidates who have applicd for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy or Indian Air Force Examination for admiggion 
into the Air Force College must exercise their final option 
before admission to the National Defence Academy course . 
After admission , thcy will be considered nelther for Spedal 
Entry in the Navy , nor for direct commission in the Air Force ,

5 . Candidates should be medically fit in all respects . A num 
her of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently on medl 
ral grounds. Candidates are , therefore, advised in their own 
interest to get themselves medically examined before submit 
ting their applications , to avoid disappointment at the final 
stage . The development of the candidate should be such that 
by the time he attains the age of 17 , he will reach the standards 
of medical fitness shown in Appendix I. 

A gufficient number of guitable candidates recommended by 
the Services Selection Board will bcncdically examined by a 
Board of Service Doctora. A candidate who is not declared 
Att by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Academy. 
The mere fact that the medical examination has been carried 
oui by a Board of Service Doctors wlll not mean or imply 
that the candidate has been finally selected . The results of 
the Medical Board are confidential and cannot be divulged to 
any ne. The results of candidates declared unfit / temporarily 
unfit are intimated to them along with the procedure for sub 
mission of fitness certificate and appcal. No requests for the 
results of Medical Board will be entertained by the President 
of the Medical Board ,

APPENDIX I 
PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE 

NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY 
To be passed fit for admission to the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability Ilkely to interfere with the 
efficient performance of duty . 
2 . It will however be ensured that; 
(a ) there is no evidence of weak construction , imperfect 

development, serious malformation or obesity . 
(b ) there is no maldevelopment of impairment of function 

of the bones or jolnto . 
(c ) there is no impechment of speech . 
( d ) there is no malformation of the head , deformity from 

fracture or depression of the bones of the skull. 
there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or disease 
of either ear unhealed perforation of thc tympanic 
membranes or signs of acute or chronic suppurative 
otitis media or cvidence of radical or modified radical 

mastoid operation . 
NOTE . - A soundly hcalcd perforation without any Impair 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without impairment of 
hearing slıould not be a bar to acceptance of a candidate for 
the Army 
( f) there is no disease of the bones or cartilages of the nose 

or nasal polypus of disease of the nasopharynx . 
( g ) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and other 

parts of the body and that the thyroid gland is normal, 
N . B ,- Scars of operations for the removal of tubcr 

culousea glands are not a cause for rejection pro 
vided that there has been no active dlaeage 
within the preceding 5 years and the chest to

(h ) there is no discase of the throat, palate , tonsils or 

guins or disease or injury affecting the normal function 
of either mandibular joint .

(m ) there is no hydrocele, or definite varicocele or any 

other disease or defect of the genital organs . 
N .B . - A candidate who has been operated for u 

hydroccle will be accepted if there are no 
abnormalities of the cord and testicle and there is 

no evidence of Alarlaglo. 
(n ) there is no fistula and / or fissure of the anus or 

evidence of haemorrhoids. 
(0 ) there is no discasc of the kidneys. Cases showing 

albuminuria or glycosuria will not be accepted . 
(p ) there is no disease of the skin unless temporary or 

trivial, Scars which by their extent or position cause 
or are 1lkely to cause disabllity or marked disfigure 

ment are a cause for rejection 
(9 ) there is no active , latent or congenital venereal 

disease . 
(t ) there is no history or evidence of mental discase. 

Candidates suffering from cpilepsy, incontinence of 

urine, or enuresis will not be accepted . 
(i) there is no squint or morbid condition of the eye or 

of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggravation or 

recurrence . 
(t) there is no active trachoma or its complications. 
N . B . - Remedial operations are to be performed prior 

to entry . No guarantee is given of ultimate 
acceptance and it should be clearly understood 
by the candidates that the decision whether an 
operation is desirable or necessary is one to be 
made by his private medical adviser .
